THB MAY FIBH A8 A POPULAR FOOD-FISH. 

Our readers will perhaps remember from our report contained 
In No. 13 of thle paper, dated 28th, this year’s general meet¬ 
ing of the Deutsche Fiecherel Verclu, held during the sojourn 
of Ibe Crown Prince, that the chairman of the Vereln, Kammer- 
berr von Bebr Schmoldow, In referring to the grand exertions 
made In America In the breeding of shad, bIbo mentioned the 
vain endeavors which have been made to transport shad fry °J e * 
the ocean to Germany, and tbua introduce tbla popular food-flab 
which ia bred by the million and distributed In many of the states 
of the* Union, and which, In some places, coats only a cent (4 
pfennig) a pound. The Introduction of auch a fish had years ago 
appeared bo Important to Professor Baird that he made tbe prop¬ 
osition that Germany should send over her fastest man-of-war 
for the transport of abad fry. But Herr von Bebr then aimed at . 
another Hah which la the nearest relation of the shad, and 
which equals It In taste, namely our may-flsh. For the artificial I 
propagation aud distribution of this flshlu different German riviere 
be engaged tbe well-known fish breeder, Mr. J. Eckardt, ofLubb- 
lnchen, near Uuben. Of the successful carrying out of this en¬ 
terprise, circular 6 of the Deutsche Flscherel Vereln just pub¬ 
lished, written by Mr. Eckardt, brings the detailed report from 
which we glean the following: 

“The capture of may-fish Is carried on in the fishery districts 
of the Rhine and Neckar ordinarily during the month of May, 
and the fish, of which In good tlmea three to four hundred are 
caught dally tu some places, are brought to the market, where 
they are aold In all the larger cities, especially In Frankfort-on- 
the-Main, Mannheim, Strasbourg, etc., at rather low prices. A fish 
weighing from three to four pounds, costs at tbe beginning of 
the month about one mark (23 cents), and finally Its price falls to 
even 80, 30, and 20 pfg. (20, 8, and 5 cents), in the district In 
which Mr. Eckart with his companion fishery master, Muller 
TBchlschdorf obtained the firBt ripe may-flsh at Beckenhelm on 
the Neckar. A complete artificial fish-breeding establishment 
had to be improvised. The simple and practically arranged breed¬ 
ing boxest transport cans, smaller implements, thermometer, etc., 
had to be carried on a boat down the Neckar to meet the ascend- 
log flsh. 

Of females there was an abundance, but the scarce-ripe spawn 
could be used tor the time only for experiments after it had been 
fructified, from which trials the treatment of the may-fish spawn 
was studied. Thus everything was well prepared, and alter a 
week of watting, during which time Mr. Eckardt found his sup¬ 
position confirmed everywhere that only the Neckar from Mann¬ 
heim to below Hellbronn, was the dlstrttt where a certain result 
could be obtained; after a week of waiting the first spawner was 
caught, the fine spawn of which was successfully impregnated, 
and realized 60,000 eggs, which were Immediately distributed for 
development in the hatching boxes, .In order to examine the capa¬ 
bility of transporting the eggs. Small quantities were sept off, 
which after a journey of several "days, arrived for the most part In 
good order at Schmoldow and Lubblnchen. During their embry¬ 
onic development the Aral lot of may-flsh eggo were advanced on 
the third day so far that the body of the young could be plainly 
Been at tbe same time a second female with about 150,000 eggs, 
which were very nicely Impregnated, was caught, and next day a 
third one with about 10,000 eggs was taken. The development 
now went on normally, bo that on the first of June the first 
voung may fish hatched In excellent condition. 

The little ones even showed themselves able to be transported, 
as several were put In a glass and exposed to a warmth of 17 
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^tnxusements.

F.sh Com, 1872-73) to 
eighteen. This is a boon to a student, and as we have waited so 
long for this much needed revision, to say that we are glad that 
It 1 b accomplished does not half express It. We have only given 
the generic distinctions and the list of species. Those whowish to 
Larn how the latter are differentiated are referred to the book 
which in 400 octavo pages describes all mammals, birds, reptiles, 
batrachlans and fishes Included In the “district east of the Missis¬ 
sippi river, and north of North Carolina and Tennessee, exclusive 
of marine species,” a book that we could not well dispense with; 
In fact, we don't know how we have done without it so long.

Paris Green as a Flsli Poison. 

We have, during the past Summer, published extracts from 
rural and other papers, complaining of the death of fish In many 
streams from, as they allege, devouring potato bugs which have 
been killed by Paris green. How much truth there was in the 
statements we did not know, but gave them as current news. 
We wrote to several persons who would be most likely to know 
the truth or falsity of thlB, and who in each case were compe¬ 
tent to say whether such was the case or not, and here are the 
results; 

Our Rochester, N. Y., correspondent says: “I have been up the 
Geuessee river far as Rush, and noticed some dead iish. In 
walking down the river for three miles, I gathered, on one shore, 
eleven yellow perch, two bull-heads (cat-fish), three small suck¬ 
ers, four sun-fish and one rock-bass, a goodly number but. not 
enough to be called an epidemic, as I consider It no more than 
the ordinary Summer mortality, come of the fish were dried ao 
hard that dissection was, if not Impossible, Inconvenient; but, 
out of nine that 1 opened, only one had a trace of food in its 
stomach, but no trace of Paris green.” ' 

From Troy, N. Y., where the loudest alarm came, there 
would seem to be cause for It, still It will be observed that our 
correspondent at this point Is not at all positive. He says. 

"Editor Chicago field :—Shortly after receiving your request 
to look Into this matter I engaged boys to pick up and bring me 
dead fish from tbe streams in this vicinity, and collected a few 
myself. From what I have seen and can learn, the mortality baa 
been greatest In thePoestenklll.and I have examined two hundred 
and sixteen specimens from that creek, mostly yellow-perch and 
sun-fish, and found potato bugB, io different stages of digestion, 
In ninety-seven, or lees than half. 

The wing casee of this Insect are the laBt thing digested In E 
fish's stomach, and they arc easily distinguished from similar 
forms by the live Hues on each wing. 

The remaining 119 had empty stomachs which showed no trace 
of Paris green. 

01 those which contained bugs forty-two showed the poison, 
and of these only seventeen were actually poisoned, or exhibited 
signs of it. In these the distended gills, aud the clotted blood, 
and the presence of the poison in the Intestines, showed conclu-

The Use of Elephants in Africa. 


There Is more difficulty lu laming the African elephaut than 
la experienced with the Asiatic species; but there Is a lamentable 
nrnoensltv in the human African to destroy, and thus It Is 
almost Impossible to procure live specimens of animals from the 
n tribes The various African animals in the Zoological 
Gardens, such as elephauta, giraffes, rhinoceroses, etc., have been 
obtained from the Arab tribes on the frontier of Abyssinia, but 
the negro Is of a bloodthirsty nature, with small regard for nat¬ 
ural history I have never seen a tamed wild animal, or a pet 
ol*auy description, In a native village ; neither have I seen a 
notrro child exhibit sympathy with a young bird, or with the 11b- 
tlnealf of a beast that may have lost its mother. Everything is 
speared in the general desire to kill, and this deplorable instinct 
ts P an omiuous trait in the native character. I found it quitei lm- 
nosstble to obtain young elephants from the negro hunters, 
although I offered a large reward; they were always ruthlessly

Messrs Mien and Co. This gentleman is employed by the Impa 
rinffiovermnent to capture and educate for the Indian serv ce 

the wild elephants of the Mysore jungles. He commands a little 
army of naUve hunters, and some years of practical experience 
have stamped him as a high authority In all that pertains to this 
sagacious animal. Jt appears from his description that old male 
elephants are quite as easy to tame when captured as the females, 
and they are more readily taught than those of a frivolous a e.

Otters and Otter Hunting. —In your last Impression, one 
who styles himself “Sportsman” says that the Hon. G. Hill 
drew fifteen miles of some river, the Dee, blank, in consequence 
of one large owner trapping otters, under the belief that every 
otter destroys a ton of flsh annually. As an old fisherman, and 
one whose family ownB some miles of river, we look upon the 
otter as more our frleud thau otherwise. The otter In early 
spring feeds more or less upon frogs, aud as the season advances 
then upon eels. The greatest enemy flsh have Is the eel, from 
the quantity of spawn It destroys. The otter kills his thousands, 
but the eel his tens of thousands. The otter kills the old trout, 
and what is more destructive to trout than the trout himself! 
My belief Is that one old trout destroys more flsh In one Beason 
than six otters, though not In weight, but In numbers. The 
otter does hut little harm, and shows much sport when hunted. 
The following Incident happened to me some years ago, when I 
lived upon the sea-coast Near my cottage there was a famous 
moore for wild fowl, and Intersected by dykes. Going there one 
morning as it was getting light, I observed an animal coming 
towards me on the opposite side of the dyke I was on, It was 
au otter. Just before It reached me It glided Into the dyke and 
brought out an eel. Having eaten it, it passed on. I did not 
move, and the wind was in my favor. It soon got in again. I 
theD showed myself, and by keeping hie chain in view till fairly 
blown, he put his head out of water, and scrambled up the op¬ 
posite bank. I jumped over aud caught him by the tall, and 
looking round, saw a mason, who fortunately had a line in his 
pocket. We tied it to his tall, and then let him down. Mr. 
Otter cantered nicely off. My way led through a village, and 
great was the amusement caused by what they called “the water 
dog.” Upon reaching home, I tumbled him Into a large bucket 
of water, hut no sooner lu than be was out again. He did not 
relish it at all. I then gave him some flsh, which he ate before 
me. The following day I sent him to a brother who kept a pack 
of otter hounds; he turned him off at twelve at night, and the 
next morning laid on the hounds. They hunted his drag some 
two miles down river, and there marked him and left him; 
this otter was hunted for some seasons, but always spared, and 
always found near the same spot. It appears, then, that an otter 
introduced to a strange, river does not go as others do to and 
from the sea.—O. P. E., In Land and Water. 


A Pet Wolf’s Freaks.— The Davenport (Iowa) Gazette says. 
“A remarkable wolf story Is that told by Mr. Christ Pahl, of 
Buffalo township. He brought a wolf’s skull Into the county au¬ 
ditor’s office and said he had prepared it for the zoological cabl 
net at the Academy. 

He stated that the wolf was captured when a cub, had been 
raised at his house with a dog and a cut, and that these three 
were as friendly as could be—lu fact, the wolf seemed as tame 
as though he belonged to a tribe of domestic animals, except In 
one particular, he would devour chickens, and no amount of pun¬ 
ishment- that would leave him alive could cure him of his love of 
live poultry. Mr. Pahl had a sou teD years of age, between whom 
aud the wolf there was almost constant Intimacy and warm friend¬ 
ship. They would wander all about the farm together, and frolic 
every day—but love for the boy had no effect on the wolf’s taste 
for fowls. When the beast’s food was brought to him, he would 
scatter It about him, and then He down with his face on his tore 
paws, feigning sleep; a company of hens would surround him to 
eat his food, and woe to the Biddy that came within reaeh of his 
paw, she was devoured in a trice. There was no help for it; the 
wolf must be killed or the poultry raising must end on the farm. 
So Mr. Pahl fired a charge of large shot at the wolf, but did no 
more than woUDd him in the thick hide of his neck, and he put 
off for the woods. The farmer and his men followed him two 
miles before getting another shot at him, and then he was shot 
in the hind leg. He crawled Into a thicket, and the hunters, 
thinking he was done for, went home. The very next morning 
the wolf came to the kitchen door of the farmhouse when the 
family were at breakfast and scratched for admission. The boy 
was delighted, ran out, and boy and wolf had the happiest kind 
of a time all day. Mr. Pahl resolved to 6pare the wolf for the 
boy’s sake, but the very next morning the wolf was at his old 
trap for the chickens, and devoured two roosters. And he was 
killed Instanter. He had grown to nearly the size of a New- 
fouodland dog. 


Preparing Fish for Cooking.—W e take the following from 
the “Market Assistant," by Thos. DeVoe, and only dissent from 
him In having a flsh “thoroughly washed;” we think that a flsh 
after drawing should simply be cleaned with a wet cloth, and 
then wiped dry, any soaking or washing after opening only re¬ 
moves the juices, though some people soak a fowl after cutting 
up, but it Is as Injurious as to apply the same to a beefsteak. 
DaVoesays : "The great thing to be attended to in the prepara¬ 
tion of flsh Is to cleanse away every particle that is offensive, and 
yet to do this In such a manner that the flsh may retain Its stiff¬ 
ness, which Is frequently destroyed by the knocking about aud 
handling it while the process is going on. By this means the 
firmness and fine flavor, If not wholly destroyed, is In a great 
degree impaired. Another tbtog to be kept In mind Is, that 
many different kinds of fish require to be opened In a different 
manner. Some require great pains to be taken in the scalding of 
them, or cleanBtng them from their slime; others may be dressed 
without undergoing this process at all, or even gutted; and Borne 
there are, as fresh water eels, catfish, etc., for example, that re¬ 
quire to be stripped of their skin altogether. Fish which are 
taken from ponds, or stagnant waters, often have a muddy taste, 
which exists only in the skin, and in the process of cooking, this 
flavor is communicated to the body. To remedy this, they ought 
to be skinned, bb they do with catfish, eelB, etc., or by soaking 
them in salt and water, before cleaning them, for half an hour, 
then rinsing them with cold water. But never leave a good flsh 
in water a moment after It Is thoroughly washed, as by tbie means 
the flavor Is often materially Injured.” 

Saratoga Bass and White-bait.— At Meyer’s and Moon’s on 
the lake, they are famous for game dinners. A regular game 
dinner for one without wine eosts *5, and with wine it often runs 
up to *12 aud *15, and even to *20. The five-dollar game din¬ 
ner consists of five courses: soup, black bass and stewed pota¬ 
toes c.icken, partridge and fried potatoes, woodcock and Balad, 
and ending with coffee. A plain game dinner of black baBS and 
stewed potatoes, and woodcock and fried potatoes, costs, without 
wine, *4. The twenty-five dollar dinners that Pierre Lorillard, 
Belmont and Travers take are produced by an Indiscriminate, 
slaughter of Johannisberger, champagne, old Burgundy, and dol- 
lftT CICftTS' 

The Saratoga black bass are caught early In the morning (I’ve 
caught twenty myself this week) in deep water. They weigh 
from a pound to a pound and a half. They are very joicy and 
delicious. No one ever touches brook trout in Saratoga after 
having been once spoiled by eating black bass Mr. Belmont 
6avs the Saratoga black bass arc the best flsh In the world. 

We have also what we call the Saratoga white-bait, which 
really tastes better than the white-bait served at Manhattan 
Beach. Saratoga white-bait are produced thus: Sunflsh an inch 
and a half and two inches long are caught in shallow water. 
They are placed while alive In salt water, which causes them to 
disgorge their entrails. Then they are fried whole in butter. 
Saratoga white-bait are an improvement on the genuine article.

Fox Hunting ie England.— Chicago .—Editor Chicago Field: 

_x don’t know of anything more exciting and lnvigorailng In the 

list of field sports than a run with a good pack of fox hounds, 
kept up in the good old English style; and thinking it may afford 
some amusement to my fellow-sportsmen who have never partici¬ 
pated in a gallop across country on a beautiful Autumn morniDg, 

I will with pleasure give a practical description of some of the 
Incidents pertaining thereto. 

First, the meets for the season are advertised in all the leading 
papers of every county supporting a pack, which is either by sub¬ 
scription or one kept up at the Individual expense of the Lord of 
the Manor, the latter being generally the case, at a cost of some¬ 
thing like £5,000 per annum for kennel expenses, servants and 
hunters. Two days In a week are considered enough work for 
each horse. The hounds meeting every day through the week 
(Sunday excepted) at one of the coverts advertised. There are 
three men to manage the hounds In the Held, viz., the huntsman 
and first and second whip, besides hacks (not four-wheelers) for 
the gentrv belonging to the household to ride to cover on, for 
the huuters are sent ou by grooms. You will Bee there is quite an 
expense attached only to this. The huntsman's place is to attend 
solely to the management of the dogs. The first part of his work 
is to cheer them into cover, giving them the wind and In case of 
any coming to a fault, eucouraglug them, with Yolk boy stick 
to him” till he breaks cover, which generally takes place at the 
farther end, for Reynard bates leaving his snug quarters. In the 
meantime t)ie whips are keeping a sharp lookout forhlm for (f 
he cun break without being seen, by sneaking along the bottom of 
a ditch for three or four blocks he will certainly do so making his 
appearance flrst across a fallow or fresh sown wheat-fleld. Then 
for the view holloa given by the lookout, and away they go full 
erv which Is the prettiest mualc for a sportsman s ears. 1 lie 
huntsman, who Is pahl to keep up with the dogs at therlskof 
breaking his neck, leads the way, the whips following, keeping 
the hounds snugly together, occasionally lifting a straggler off 
his Ices with the buckskin lining attached to a whalebone handle, 
until the whole pack are running so evenly that a sheet could be 
thrown over the whole. Forty constitutes a pack. 

Now (he fun Ib at Its height, perhaps a hundred horsemen— 
some In pink, top-boots and white-cord breeches-golng pell me11 
over gates, hedges, stone-wads and anything that comes In their 
wav eeltlng awful purlers, emptying many saddles, everyone 
trying to be the flrst In at the death. The brush is the perquisite, 
which the huntsman presents to the flrst In, and the head to the 
second the carcase Is then thrown to the dogs. These trophies 
are valued highly and have a place over Borne Bportlng picture.

We would uot detract from the laurels of those dogs which 
did win, with the exception of Tempest, for they got their

And now for the facts In the Tempest case. When the judges 
met on Tuesday night, and figured up the score of the puppies in 
toe Nursery Brakes? it was found that PralrieBelehad won first 
and Jennie second, Prairie Belle scoring 4o*, Jennie 43*, and 
Tempest 41.

Of 
course not,” replied auother judge, " because she does nottlg ur e 
up as high as Jennie.” “ Well, look here,’ replied the partisan 
judge, "look your score over and raise her up. The judge to 
whom this was addressed consented to go over his score, which 

having done, he Informed the parlizan judge that he could not 
change the figures, that he had given Tempest two figures of 
merit higher than he otherwise should have, owing to the fact 
that he believed she had been scored a false point, which, while 
proper, he thought was the fault of Mr. W addlngtoii. hcr handler

fled, on another occasion, she was given a point when sheshould 
have had a flush, and therefore, under all the circumsrances, he 
could not conscientiously change her score. W ell, then, said 
the partisan judge, “cut Jennie down.” "Thallean tdo, replied 
the judge, “ for Jennie has got no more than she is entitled to, 

I can t change my score either one way or the other. bet us 
pull straws for which shall have second place, remarked the 
third judge, who, so far, had said nothing. ’ No, ibat won t do, I 
shall decide by my score,” said the judge, who bad refused to 
change his score. “ Nor will I consent to pul ing straws, sa d 
the partisan judge, “ as Tempest should win.” Refusing to 
yield to the entreaties to change hla score, the judge left the 
tent with the remark: “Gentlemen, there is the legitimate score 
of the dogs; I will uot be a party to any changes or altera¬ 
tions; 1 have rendered my decision; you can do as you please. 

In a short time after he was much surprised to hear the decision 
that Tempest had won second place with a score of 43$. 

Reference to the official scale of points published iu our report 
of the field trials, will plainly show which points of merit were in¬ 
creased to make Tempest win. The work was bunglingly done 
and left plainly the eur mark of the score having been tampered 
with. The figures of merit for nose were Increased from 6 to «i, 
pace from 7 to 8, style from 3 to 3*, and quartering from 3 to 
34, making just 2 4 figures of merit. The score shows that iu 
nose, style and quartering all the other dogs got eveu numbers 
but Tempest, she being the only one with a fraction of 4 a point. 
To take the points seriatim it is very easy to show how over¬ 
rated was Tempest and that only the ardent desire to see her 
win could have prompted the change made. Taking first nose, 
no one who saw the puppies ruu will decide Tempest to have a 
better nose than Prairie Belle or Jennie, yet she is scored one- 
half a point higher than either of them. No one who saw Prairie 
Belle aud Tempest run will believe that Tempest is faster than 
Prairie Belle, yet she ls given one-half a point more for Bpeed.

Partridge Shooting In England Past and Present. 

A dally contemporary has this week published a very inter¬ 
esting article on partridge shooting It. the pas , and In which he 
refers to several celebrated matches, the most notable being be¬ 
tween Lord Kennedy and Mr. William Coke, for £200 a side, to 
decide a question as to whetherBcotland or England was the best 
locality for the sport, and it was arranged that the wager should 
depend ou two days' sport to each gun. This event led to an¬ 
other match between Mr. Coke and Captain Horatio Ross, to shoot 
overheats on the same estate at Holkam in Norfolk and as In 
the above mentioned match, to depend on the results of two day* 
shooting That dogs were considered a sine qua non in those 
dai s is proved by the fact that Captain Ross, in preparation for 
the match, took a journey into Yorkshire to see Squire Osba de- 
stou’s pointers, and finding them very perfect, he borrowed two 
hrnce to work for him In the match, but upon the first day s 
shooting Captain Robs had the Inexpressible mortification of flud- 
■ffi^the Yorkshire dogs utterly bewildered by the Immmense nura- 
her of birds in Norfolk, simply went mad when thrown into the 
fl^st field “The dogs,” says Captain Ross, “found a scent under 

every turnip, and lu a few minutes loBt their noses altogether, 

they rushed here, they rushed there—partridges were rising ever) 
moLmr they backed, they jumped In the air, trying to ea ch 
the birds aud finally rushed after some, giving tongue like 
hounds” It U very odd, hut at an Interval of exactly fifty years 
another attempt was made In the adjoining county of Suffolk to 
licentiate partridges ill the orthodox fashion over dogs, namely, 
r u S 1873 when several members of the Kennel Club decided to 
hold a field trial meeting over au estate near Ipawk-h, kindly 
p°aceS at the disposal by Colonel Tomline. The local manager 
D, whose hands all the details of the affair rested sent most 
flourishing accounts to the club about the quantity of birds, as¬ 
suring subscribers most positively that game literally s« armed. 

Tide proved quite correct, but no one seems to Have thought of 
Captain Ross's experience, as expectations ran very high respect- 
raj what might be expected of some of the dogs who had recently 
been performing exceedingly well at Bala. Notably there was 
Mr Barclay Field’s Dick, who had proved himself to be a grand 
voung dog^at Shrewsbury, and bad been lent by bis previous 
owner Mr. Statter, to a very particular rector for the first week 
in September on account of his possessing pointer merits alto¬ 
gether out of the common. Dick, in the meantime, also ran a 
dead heat at Bala for one of the principal stakes, and three weeks 
afterwards when he came to these trials at Ipswich, he was

preserves the ^ reat ultimatum has been to save labor to 
both the shooter and the keeper. The latter has found It much 
easier to have his blrdB within the smallest compass possible, and 
he has formed feeding grounds, and turned down tame birds so 
as to have a tremendous stock for an exact line of country suit¬ 
able for driving. Prior to great days the birds have been driven 
up Into these feeding grounds to be ready for the slaughter, and 
generally a three-days’ so-called sport has been afforded. If grass 
lands, however, become the rule, and not the exception, it will 
be very difficult to collect birds Into one quarter more than an¬ 
other, and as one part of an estate will become as suitable to 
the partridge as another, he will scatter about, and will be as likely 
to be found in one place as another. This Is really the natural 
bentof the birds, for In Devonshire, Somersetshire, and Cornwall, 
where the fields are of limited dimensions, it is found that dif¬ 
ferent coveys stick to different Helds, and it is the rarest thing 
po.-slble to Hod two coveys in one Held, although some estates 
arc sufficiently well stocked to And birds in most of the fields. 
Without artificial means, therefore, It Bceins apparent that part¬ 
ridges Will always keep well apart, covey from covey—a fact 
which Is indicative of the character of the bird, for he Is very 
puguaeious, and the old cock birds cannot get together without 
fighting. Besides the probability of the face of the country being 
so altered asgreutlyto affect the present, mode of partridge shoot¬ 
ing, ther. appears to he a spirit, growing up amongst landlords to 
give the tenants a right to shoot over tl.elr owu eslales. It is 
said that the Prince of Wales has set the example over bis farms 
at Sandringham and those belonging to the Duchy, and, among 
others, the Marquis of Salisbury grants permission to bis tenants, 
in many liiBtam.es, to kill the game on their own lands. If such 
a system becomes geueral there will doubtless be less heard about 
game damages, etc., but there are pros arid ton* about such a 
policy which demand the highest consideration from landowners, 
as cue thing is certain, that If concessions of this sort are made 
they will have lo be continued, and so a landowner who likes 
battue shooting and an occasional drive Is hardly doing his duty 
to his own inheritance to say, “ Ohl I do not. want the bother of 
the shooting over all these farms. I will have a snug bit of p .rt- 
rldge shooting, just to give me a eouple of days a year, and I 
will keep up the home preserves.” He rnay bca follower of a too 
prevaleut fashion, and It may suit him; hut It Is not compatible 
with common sense that it should suit his sous, who, if effemln 
ate and milksops, they should be so by accident, and not by the 
training of surroundings. Most country gentlemen would wish 
to see their sons manly and sportsmen, aud there is nothing more 
likely to make them so than a free warren over big estates. If 
partridge shooting of the future demands more exercise and walk¬ 
ing by reason of birds being more scattered over grass lands, it 
will be all the better for the rising generation of sportsmen, and 
when farmers are given shooting concessions, It, should only be 
Jointly In all cases with the landlord aud Ills family. A sort of 
feeling would then spring up on both sides that It would be un 
desirable to have regular days of slaughter, aud whilst the land 
lord would not send his keepers to drive everything off one 
tenaut’s farm on to another's, the tenant would not drive all the 
birds on bis farm into one field, so as to get them 111 that way 
There would be a glve-aud-tiike principle about It all, and better 
degrees of harmony would exist th.iu can be traced at present be¬ 
tween most landlords and tenants. The old-fashioned plan of a 
sportsman going right away with a brace df dogs and shooting 
what came In from of him In, as It were, a bee line, would adapt 
Itself In au admirable way to the system; for then a landlord would 
not be 1 kely to kill more game on oue tenaut ’5 estate than au- 
other, and he would be constantly exercising his rights. I know 
this could be done by hundreds of laudownera, and sons now de¬ 
barred from doing so would greatly relish the office of being de¬ 
puty uialntainers of hereditary rights, by shooting just i-t they 
like here, there, anil everywhere over large estates at any time 
they felt so inclined. At present this i 6 not the system, as there 
must be a preparation and parade about it all.

For the actual element of sport, I be¬ 
lieve if more than three parts of the country was in grass the 
enjoyment to a really sporting landlord and his sons would be 
doubly Increased I hail the pleasure of a walk over a small 
portion of a big landowner’s estate a couple of days before the 
first, just to sec how the birds lay. The keeper and myself, ac¬ 
companied ’ by a pointer aud a setter, commenced oil some big 
grass fields, with cover over one’s ankles, and fine galloping ground 
fur dogs. Birds wanted finding, as they were not too plentiful, 
though a couple of fields hard ranging did the dogs good, to bring 
down their natural wildness after a long retirement from active 
service of nearly iwelve months. The first lot was flushed by the 
pointer, hut within shot, and then the same dog found in verj 
great form, standing as steady as a rock, the setter bitch coming 
up and backing well for a minute; but then she drew in upon 
her companion’s point, and In a fit of jealousy he knocked up 
the birds, and neither dropped to wing nor listened to reason. A 
good ratiuic anil a Binall punishment was administered to each, 
and they both worked with greater care. ‘‘This is beautiful 
going!’ said I to the keeper; ‘‘one might kill a cart-load of 
game if it was here, for the blrdB in this grass will lie like stones.”

ftiioearance of castration. 

These facte are worth something as throwing 
lleht on the subject from observation, while 
manv of the theories advanced previously are 
a together Improbable.
